Keep a sharp look out for the best end of a 
bargain, and tell those that meddle with your 
conduct, to ask you no questions, and they'll 
hear no lies,” and the strong natural tenden- 
cy of the child’s character lying in that di- 
rection, the father has it all his own way. 

Mrs. B. thinks there never was such a 
case as hers. Her husband does not go con- 
trary to her teachings in words, but he is 
ruining his children by weak and foolish in- 
dulgence. 

Mrs. C. is a widow, and has no strong 
man to strengthen her hand, and enforce 
her feeble authority over wayward, head- 
strong children. 

Mrs. D. has a good husband, but there is 
a grandmother in the house, who, in spite 
of tears and entreaties, will “take the 
children’s part,” and feed little culprits un- 
der punishment, with sweetmeats, and speak 
of “naughty papa,” and “ cruel mamma,” in 
such a way that the punishment is nullified. 

Mrs. E. has a second husband ; he has no 
patience with the first husband’s children, 
and John must be put out to work, just at 
the age when he ought to go to the academy 
or the high school.

is expected to yield to all theseinterests; it 


is required to give strength to all weak in- 
stitutions and enterprises; it is asked to 
poff small. preachers into overshadowing 
pulpit orators; to puff small politicians and 
unprincipled demagogues into great men 
and patriots; to magnify incompetent rail- 


road officers into railroad kings; it is ex- | 


pected to herald abroad the fame of quacks, 
of all kinds; bolster up dull sathors; im- 
mortalise weak Congressional speeches; it 
is required to give sight to the blind, bread 
to the hangry, talents to fools, and honor to 
thieves and robbers; it is asked to cover up 
the infirmities of the weak, to hide the 
faults of guilty men, and wink at the fraudo- 
lent schemes of scouudrels; it is expected 
to flatter the vain, to extol the merits of 
ythose who deserve nothing but the scorn 
and contempt of all good citizens; it is re- 
quired, in a word, of the newspaper press, 
to become all things to all men; and if it 
look for pay, or seud out its bills fur sub. 
scriptions and advertising, it is denounced as 
mean and sordid, and its conductors are 
wanting io liberality. There is no iuterest 
on the face of this green earth that is ex- 
pected to give so much to society, without 
pay or thanks, as the newspaper press of 
the country. 


THE CLERICAL COUNTENANCE. 


Ministers may often profit by the criti- 
cisms of laymen and even of men of the 
world, and with a view to such edification 
we insert the following, from a recent num- 
ber of the Springfield ( Mass.) Republican. 

“The clerical cast of countenance is not 
attractive, as a geueral fact. We mean the 
professional expression which many clergy- 
men, of the old school, more especially, 
think it necessary to put on at religious 
meetings aud ou all occasions when they 
feel that they are representing religion in 
public. The look is pretty well known and 
easily distinguishable, but not so easily de- 
scribed. It is solemn rather than serious, 
vacant instead of thoughtful, awful rather 
than good, ghostly rather than divine. It 
is not a pleasant expression on any human 
face, according to our notion, and on some 
fuces is decidedly disagreeable and repul- 
sive. It excludes that glow of kindness, of 
sympathy, of chastened happiness, which 
answers to our idea of a Curistian clerical 
countenance. There were some faces iu the 
meetings which seemed to bave been labor- 
ing to express ‘the horrors of the law’ for 
forty years or more, and made awkward 
work of it always. Sach faces told a dis- 
mal and sad history: there was no ray of 
gospel in them; not one glimmer of fecon- 
ciliation to God and man or of ‘joy and 
peace in believing.’ There were one or two 
faces on which heresy-hunting was marked 
in every linc; a keen, critical look, eager to 
detect the wote in a brother’s eye and mer 
ciless in its exposure, with only a cold and 
insolent pity for such as were caught in un- 
soundness of opinion or of words. There 
were also some hard, worldly faces, which 
told plainly that the religion of the owners 
was a matter of business; they bad made 
the best bargain they could with the hea- 
venly powers, and mean to get the most for 
the least pay, dealing with God just as they 
do with men. Such men always make their 
appeal to human selfishness and fear, and 
persuade men to be religions merely because 
religion is a paying investment. But there 
were good faces also, faces on which were 
written, so legibly that all might read, a 
genuine benevolence, a living sympathy with 
men, @ simple reverence and trast towards 
God, a cheerful hope, and an anfeigned de- 
light in the service of the Master.

The most beautiful music that 
can be found is there; and if there is a 
special concert it is alwaysfree.

To the left of the 
building there are two rooms for gaming. I 
weut in. Here is a great table, and a large 
crowd standing round it. Four men sit in 
the middle with a kind of rake pulling 
money this way and that way, and pushing 
it here aud there. 1 hardly ever saw soch 
a lot of money except at « banker’s coun- 
ter. You see a young man come in; he 
looks around him; but he does not seem 
like a gambler at all. He puts down half 
a napoleon. In a minute it is shovelled 
away, and he bas lost his money. He walks 
round again, puts down another; this time 
be is successful, and has gottwo. You see 
women sitting in this place all night long 
playing high stakes. Some people win, but 
everybody must lose sooner or later. The 
banks clear a tremecdous sumevery ycar by 
simply making the odds so great ugaiust 
those who play that they must lose, and 
thas all these splendid places, the theatres 
and so on, are kept up by the games of sin. 
Beside this, a sum of money is paid 
to the State, and the shareholders divide a 
large percentage upon their money. None 
but fools will go there to play, yet I had 
the sorrow many such. Some will spend so 
wuch there that they have searcely enough 
to take them back to Bagland—some not 
enough. Sach is the infatuation, that you 
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carried away by the torrent. Some defend 
the system, but I hold it to be fraught with 
the deadliest evils of anything ever invented 
even by Satan himself. I saw an old, re- 
spectabie looking man, not nolike my friend 
Dr. Campbell He came there and put 
own £10; he won; pot down £20; again 
fortune favored him; £40, £80; in a few 
minates he won £160; then he took itall 
up, put it in bis pocket, and walked away 
as coolly as possible.

Mr. George H. Stuart, recently returned 
from a visit to the revival scenes in Great 
Britain, narrated the following as the most 
interesting of the many things he saw in his 
Visit : 

I have been often asked, “ What was the 
most interesting thing you have seen on the 
other side of the water?” Truly, I have 
seen a good deal that is of interest to the 
Christian. These public meetings, accounts 
of which you have no doubt received, were 
indeed remarkable. Sometimes 3000, 4000, - 
and 10,000 were present at one time. In 
the gardens of Belfast, on one occasion, 
there could not have been less, by the tickets 
taken at the door, than 50,000 people assem- 
bled—30,000 around the main platform, 
and twenty other platforms scattered through 
the gardens, at which the worship of God, 
singing, prayer, and exhortation, were con- 
stantly going on, at such a distance from 
each other as not to cause confusion or in- 
terruption. But those vast gatherings were 
not the most instructive scenes I witnessed 
while away. 

The most delightful scene, one which 
most deeply impressed my heart, I witnessed 
in the church of the Rev. Mr. Snowell, at 
the close of a blessed praye ing. Hun- 
dreds were scattered all over the church af- 
ter the meeting, at the invitation of the 
leader, engaged in earnest religious conver- 
sation with the unconverted. Just as Drs. 
Leyburn and Murray, and myself, were 
about to retire after the public exercises 
were over, and when my ministerial breth- 
ren who preceded me had nearly reached 
the vestibule door, my attention was attract- 
ed to two little girls, sitting at the head of 
one of the pews, engaged in the deepest 
conversation. The younger was about thir- 
teen years old; the elder appeared to be 
fourteen or fifteen years of age. At the 
head of the pew next sat the elder girl, 
while the younger sat on the inside. As I 
was passing in the aisle by the pew. I over- 
heard a solemn word of exhortation from — 
the lips of the younger girl, who, as I found, 
had given her heart to Christ about six 
wéeks before, while the other had not yet 
become a Christian. 

The words I heard arrested my attention 
atonce. I and my brethren came 
back. The little girl had bowed her head 
down so low that she did not observe us, 
and we stood for nearly ten minutes listen- 
ing to that young disciple preaching Jesus. 
It was truly a rich scene to our hearts. 
Drs. Leyburn and Murray said to me that 
they had never heard such an exhortation, 
even from the lips of the ministers of Christ,

obeying the injunction of the minister, that 
all in the house who felt the love of Christ 
burning in their own bosoms, should turn .

She spoke of Christ’s 
love to her, of his preciousness to her seul, © 
and of the way of salvation. “ Why,” said 
said she, “I,a poor little girl, who have 
been a sinner for thirteen years, only just 
came to him a few weeks ago, and the bur- 
den of my sins is removed, and now I am 
happy in the love of Christ.” The elder 
girl replied, “ But I am a great sinner ; I 
cannot go to Christ.” “Oh! just come as 
you are now, give up your sins, and Christ 
will forgive you, and wash them all away.”

GARIBALDI AND THE JEsuits.—No coun- 
try in Europe has been more overrun with 
priests and monks than the island of Sicily. 
The streets of Palermo and Messina have 
swarmed with the different .orders, and 
every beautiful hill-top has been crowned 
with a convent or a monastery. These 
thousands of priests, fat and lazy, have 
been mere drones and idlers, doing nothing, 
and eating out the substance of the land. 
But since Garibaldi has taken possession of 
the island, he proposes to convert some por- 
tion of this immense property to the benefit 
of the people. Instead of feeding an army 
of idle monks, he designs to employ it fcr 
the education of the poor Sicilians, who 
have been shamefully neglected by their 
spiritual guides. The Official Journal of 
Sicily, the organ of Garibaldi, of July 230) 
contains a decree assigning a sum of 18,000 
ducats annually (the dacat is 4 francs atid 
5 sous) to the department of Public Jn- 
struction, on the property of the Jesuits and” 
Liguorists now confiscated. All the libra- 
ries, collections of natural history or art, 
and cabinets of natural philosophy, etc., 
lately belonging to those orders, are more- 
over declared to be accessible to the public. 
The funds left by testators for the educa- 
tion of pupils in the establishments of those 
fathers, are to be applied to a similar use 
in other establishments. 

As to Garibaldi, popes may excommuani- 
cate him, priests may curse him, editors may 
misrepresent and revile him—but it will be 
of no avail; the grand march of Freedom 
cannot now be restrained, the civilization of 
the nineteenth century will vot be seriously 

impeded.

After prayer by the Rev. Mr. Buel, Judge 
Shattuck, who presided, made some very 
appropriate introductory remarks; and the 
meeting was subsequently addressed—alter- 
nating with music from the “ Old Folks ”— 
by the Rev. Messrs. Williams, Briggs, and 
Rowell, and by Capt. Taylor. 

Nearly four years ago, as stated by Mr. 
Williams, the San Francisco Ladies Sea- 
men’s Friend Society, was organized and 
commenced active operations. There has 
been marked changes in the city, and in the 
character of its inhabitants during that 
period, and certainly not the least worthy 
to be noted of these, is the improved con- 
dition of those interests which affect the 
welfare of the seamen visiting this port; 
the increased comfort of their boarding- 
houses; the abatement, in a considerable 
measure, of the gross impositions practised 
upon them; and the decline of the outrage- 
ous and criminal practice of shanghaeing. 
The ladies are fairly entitled to a large 
share of the credit of producing those bap- 
py results. They not only afforded to sea- 
men a place of refuge from the violence and 
cupidity of unprincipled boardiog-Rouse 
keepers and rumsellers, but the superior 
cleanliness and comfort of their institation 
naturally induced some improvement in 
these respects amongst their competitors, 
and so far exercised the influence of a model 
boarding-house. It is unquestionably, how- 
ever, the moral influence of the Home 
which constitutes its importance as a public 
institation. The philanthropist may well 
contemplate with commisserating feelings 
the sufferings and fatal results of storm and 
shipwreck, the malaria and fever of pestilen- 
tial shores, or the thousand and one casnal- 
ties which surround the every day life of the 
sailor; but to the eye of the Christian, the 
darkest shadow cast upon the disc of ocean 
life is the passion enslaved intellect and 
spiritual destitution of the men of the sea. 
Charity demands that the hungry should be 
fed and the naked clothed; but practical 
wisdom requires that the moral sense of the 
individual should be educated, that when 
he is set upon his feet he may be able to 
stand. The ladies have through unrelent- 
ing Opposition and violent recrimination 
nurtured au institution capable of great de- 
velopment, for the benefit of commerce, the 
honor of the State, and the facilitating of 
philanthropic and Christian enterprise. 

If Old Jack was a regalar built reporter 
he would have been glad to send you some 
of the remarks of the several speakers, 
which no doubt the ladies appreciated for 
the kind feelings expressed towards their 
labors.

Ep. Paciric: If one is desirous of vis- 
iting Los Angeles there can never be a 
better time than the present, the fare is 
down to fifteen dollars on the “ Senator,” that 
good substantial sea boat, which, under the 
command of Capt. Haley, has nobly weath- 
ered the storms of many years, and has been 
and is now under the most orderly control. 
The state rooms are large and clean, and 
commodious; the fare good and substantial, 
everything is well cooked, and every neces- 
sity attended to, to the satisfaction of all 
who travel upon her. _ A part of two days 
and nights brings you to San Pedro, there 
you take a stage, with four or six horses 
attached to it, that are sometimes unbroken, 
and seem not to know at first whether their 
course is upward towards the heavens, or 
onwardon terra firma ; this point being once 
settled, they gallop on as rapidly as possible 
over an uninteresting plain of twenty miles, 

- when you come into the balmy air of Los 
Angeles. Two miles before reaching the 
town you travel through a sandy road with 
-vineyards on either side, which are enclosed 
with willows that are green most of the year. 
The town can boast of a large brick market 
house, and two substantial brick rows of 
stores, which contrast strangely with the 
adobes around them. The principal streets, 
three in number, run parallel with the line 
of hills which stretches back of the town. 
From the top of these hills one can have a 
fine view of the sleeping and luxariant val- 
ley below, which is exceedingly beautifal. 

Our town bas a more finished appearance 
than San Francisco; we are not troubled 

with opturning of streets for the laying of 
water and gas pipes, or any thing of that 
kind. Another advantage we possess; our 
people do not harry along the sidewalks, so 
as to incommode or hustle egainst each 
other, but move slowly and deliberately, if | 
indeed they move at all!

Popular Amusements. 
Extract from a sermon delivered on 
Sanday last in the Church of the Advent, 
by Rev. F. M. McAllister: 


It is evident that God intended us to be 
happy, happier than we are at present; it 
was this conviction even in the mind of the 
Pagan world which inspired true philosophy, 
or betrayed the unwise into fatal mistakes. 
_ God has given us wonderful senses—an 
eye to see, ears to bear, hands wherewith to 
feel; he bas ulso surrounded us by an ex- 
ternal world, with multiplied objects capa- 
ble of exercising the senses and exciting 
the passions; bence it is natural to conclude 
that our happiness must, in a great measure, 
depend opon the exercise of our faculties in 
obedience to this arrangement; which ar- 
rangement also seems to express the inten- 
tion of the Creator—an intention, however, 
liable to abuse. The followers of Epicuras, 
planting for themselves a beautifal garden 
in the eentre of Athens, spent their lives 
in the gratifieation of every passion; or if 
the individual of that sect was more refined 
and meditative, he gave himself up to the 
enjoyment of a calm seclusion—“ his fur- 
thest reach was to do deliberatively what 
the animals do instinctively;” and his rule 
of life seems to hold good with some per- 
sons in the present day; for, as if the hu- 
man race is to be judged of by the brute 
creation, we read in the columns of one of 
our religious papers, and find copied in 
several of our secular journals, an opinion 
advanced and an analogy maintained,—tbat 
because we are created with passions to 
gratify and an external world to excite to 
this gratification, therefore in regulating the 
pleasures of life we may look for example 
to the instinctive actions of the birds of the 
air or the beasts of the field> Says the 
writer: “ Youth will seek gaiety, and God 
intended they should, else would He have 
differently created their nature. Young 
colts, young dogs, kittens, young people, 
differ not in the desire for sport, but in the 
degree of that desire.” Sach reasoning 
from nature is Epicurean and sophistical— 
as if our desires are to differ only in degree 
from those of the brute creation! What 
a confusion of the moral and the intellec- 
tual with the material and instinctive; we 
are moral creatures, and as such our actions 
must differ not ia dezree, but in character, 
from the animals around us. The human 
family is distinct from the vegetable king- 
dom and the animal kingdom. The wood 
of the cross might press with crushing 
weight upon the Saviour as He ascended 
the Lill of Calvary; the iron nails might 
pierce His hands and feet; the long, sharp 
spear might enter His agonized side, and 
yet be as innocent as the tree which waves 
beautifully in the forest, and as the iron 
which sleeps harmlessly in the bosom of 
earth. The wild birds may sport on God’s 
holy Sabbath; the swift horse may circle 
the race course mid the sbout of the gam- 
blers; the lion may tear and with blood 
reeking jaws devour the Christian martyr, 
yet be as innocent as~on the day of crea- 
tion, and may still seek bis meat from God. 

I understand how design and wisdom may 
be learnt from the works of creation, yet 
the relations of man are different in charac- 
lec from that of every other created exist- 
ence; his sphere and his motives are in toto 
different; and when he was created, it was 
not as the moulding of the vegetable and 
brate creation; bat while God did form us 
out of the dast of the ground, yet He 
breathed into our nostrils the breath of life, 
saying: ‘‘Come, let us make man in our 
own image.” 

Whatever conclasions then we may form 
relative to the pleasures suitable to tbis our 
probationary state, let us not look down- 
ward for lessons of morality to the brate, 
bat opward, heavenward to that God whose 
image and ription we mysteriously 
bear. Avoid then that abuse of passion 
which leads to satiety and immediate sick- 
ness; set such a limit to your gratifications, 
such a pradential limit that you will neither | 
destroy your capacity for enjoyment vor 
gratify an inferior passion to the injury of a 
superior; listen to the authoritative voice of 
self-love, which with prophetic vision bids 
you keep your body in subjection and regu- 
late your appetites, your porsaits, your 
pleasures with an eye -to futere and fur- 
reaching results; make a covenautof mutaal . 
restraint and indulgence with your equally 

ionate and self-loving fellow creatures, 
so that the domestic and social relations of. 
life may be useful and happy. Itis this 
self love which binds together heathendom,

They are of a cov- 
temporary date of Hermippus himself, wb 
was born in the year 74, and died in 16, 
and are addressed to Horus Hepheesstionides, 
of Alexandria, in reply to sundry questions 
respecting ancient Egyptian hieroglyphics 
and the king of Egypt and Ethiopia. They 
will be published with as little delay 
possible.

CALIFORNIA WOOL IN THE EAST. 


The importance of Wool culture to the 
State of California can scarcely be estima- 


- ted, and anything in reference thereto, cal- 


culated to advance it, cannot but be regarded 
with deep interest. It was formerly a de- 
cided objection to our wool in Eastern mar- 
kets, that it was not sufficiently well assorted 
and classified when offered for sale. This 
objection, we are happy to observe, is dis- 
appearing. On this subject an intelligent 
correspondent, writing to us from Westford, 
Massachusetts, under the date of March 
18th, 1860, (and who, by the way, informs 
us privately, that 50,000 pounds of w 
such as he recommends the culture of, are 
used by the mills of his locality weekly,) 
offers the following remarks : 

As a New England manufacturer, I feel 
much interest ffrthe production of wool in 
California, as we look to* that State and 
Texas as the sections whence our increased 
demands for that article are, eventually, to 
be supplied. California wool is well adapted 
to the manufacture of carpets, blankets, and 
flannels. I have been using more or less 
California wool for seven years, and prefer 
it for many purposes to any other I can find. 

When I first commenced using it, I found 
coarse and fine mixed together, and was 
obliged to buy forty per cent. of wool that 
I could not use, and had to sell again. For 
the past two years the wool has been graded, 
and the bags come marked in such a man- 
ner that manufacturers know the quality of 
wool they contain; buy it with confidence, 
and pay the full value of it. 

While starting so extensive a branch of 
trade, it is very important that each grade 
of wool should have a mark for itself, and 
the manufacturers will then supply their 
Whereas, if the wool 
comes marked to suit the fancy of the ship- 
per, the buyer will take the benefit of any 
uncertainty, and the transaction, though fa- 
vorable to the buyer, is not satisfactory to 
either party. 

The grading and marking of wool I would 
strongly urge upon your wool dealers and 
shippers. 

I purchased a lot of California wool a 
short time ago, marked in a manner with 
which I was unacquainted. It was care- 


' Tessly graded, and I, for my own safety, 


based the price offered for it on the coarsest 
part of the wool. I am now using it, and 
find one-third of it finer than was wanted 
for the grade of goods intended to be made 
Though a gainer in this transac- 
tion, it is much better for the manufacturer, 
in the long run, tosupply himself with stock 
he is acquainted with. | 

I would respectfully make a few sugges- 
tions to wool growers. The low grades of 
California wool have dead hairs in them, 
which will not color. The dead hairs are 
an indication of the sheep being run out and 
diseased. Recently the wool received is 
much improved in this respect, and shows 
more care in its cultivation. 

The grade of wool I would recommend 
farmers to raise, as being most saleable and 
profitable, is that adapted to delaine manu- 
facture. This branch of trade has reached 
great perfection in Massachusetts, and the 
supply of wool for this purpose falls very 
much short of the demand. The Pacific 
Mills at Lawrence have imported South- 
down wool from England, within the past 
few months, as our domestic production of 
this grade is insufficient. 

A cross between the Southdown and the 
native breed is exactly what is needed. 
Farmers will find that the weight of fleece, 
and price obtained therefor, will result more 
to their advantage than from any other 
breed. Southdown sheep are apt to have a 
tendency to black fleeces. Black wool is 
not so valuable as white for delaine pur- 
poses, nor, indeed, for any branch of manu- 
facture: therefore, care should be taken in 
the selection of Southdown bucks, and see 
that they come from white flocks for two or 
three generations back. It is not by any 
means uncommon to have black lambs 
come from white sheep of the Southdown 
breed. 

Woolen manufacturers in this section are 
doing a prosperous business, and all the 
mills are in full operation. Flannels and 
fancy cassimeres have proved very profita- 
ble to the manufacturer, for the past two 
years. The flannel manufacture is extend- 
ing itself more than any other branch of 
woolen goods, at present. 


THE HORSE FIRST. 


We say the horse first, because without 
him agriculture could be followed with dif- 
ficulty, and it is to him that we devote a 
large portion of our paper. The subject 
has been for ages an interesting one, and 
has occupied the human mind universally, 
but not tgo absorbingly. Careering over the 
boundless steppes of Tartary, we find that 
he is there subjected to the use of those 
nomadic tribes, and thought little or never 
used for purposes of agriculture, he is the 
means by which the Tartar hordes migrate 
their penates or bousehold gods and god- 
desses to the pleasant pastures and the sweet 
waters of the oases. When Napoleon under- 
took the invasion of Russia, he was well 
aware of the existence of the immense and 
terrific cavalry force that would pour upon 
him under command of the Hetman Platoff; 
and to that branch of the Russian service, 
as much as the winter, was he indebted to 
the slaughtering check which met him after 
the burning of the sacred Moscow. Then 
the horse of Tartary, in a great measure, 
rescued Russia from the footsteps of the 
modern Timour. These Tartar horses com- 
bine the enduring strength and courage of 
the Canadian with the velocity and unyield- 


ing wind of the Arabian. As the race of 
man‘traces its origin to the East, so, of 
course, it is to be concluded, that the animals 
of every species trace their source from 
the same point.—The horse of Southern 
Europe, especially, is illustrative of that 
theory; and the fact that the natives of 
Mexico were defeated by the cavalry of the 
Spaniards, terror-stricken at the sight of the 
then unheard of horse, proves that the horse 
is not indigenous to this hemispbere. This 
assertion we admit to be a trite one, but let 
it stand in its order. The Arab horse is the 


crossings with the various branchés of the 
stock, the race-horse of England has been 
produced equal in all that constitutes exel- 
lence, to the highest standard we may con- 
ceive of the equine perfection. At present, 
as in the past, the pure Arab is looked up- 
on as the most valuable horse in the East, 
and from November to February, upward 
of a thousand horses are for sale in the 
stables of Bombay and Bungalore; and out 
of these are to be found fifty, perhaps, of 
the high-caste horses, either of the Nedjid 
or the Aneezah Arabs. The former is 
seldom over fourteen hands high—wmore fre- 
quently under that figure, while the Anee- 
zah is generally a high horse for a Barb, 
and running up to fifteen hands. These lat- 
ter are not of the pure strain, and claim their 
origin from the Nedjid Arab stallion and 
the Turcoman mare. | It is a curious fact 
that the English racer, when of lofty stature, 
cannot carry high racing weights while the 
low thorough-bred Barb, the parent of the 
English turf, can carry comparatively heavy 
weights. The capping in India, at race 
meetings, is consequently heavier than in 
England. There has, of late, been a great 
inerease in the size of Arab horses, which 
is attributed by some, to the crossings with 
English horses, distributed throughout the 
East since the Crimean war, but we are in- 
clined to think that the hight of the Barb, 
at this time, is to be found in the breeding 
the small horse of the desert in with the 
Turcoman stock, which, as we have said be- 
fore, was a large animal. The horse occu- 
pies an important position in the commerce 
of the East, and there are marts established 
where the trade is extensively carried on.— 
In the Deccan, for instance, there is a market 
at Malligaum; and in former days, when 
the Hydrabad country was in its glory, and 
when not only the contingent cavalry, but 
other large bodies of irregular horse, under 
the command of the Nizam and Hydrabad 
nobility, were in existence, these organiza. 
tions purchased annually some thousand 
colts at the fair. High prices are some- 
times paid for the colts, and two hundred 
pounds, or a thousand dollars, is often put 
down for an untried and uncombed yearling. 
We have been led to some length by the 
suggestion of our extensive subject, and in- 
deed beyond our original intention, and we are 
forced to close our article with the intention 
of continuing it in our next. The principal 
object was tosuggest the idea to our breeders 
of paying some attention to the direct im- 
portation of thorough-bred Barbs from India 
or Arabia. The fairs are easily reached, 
and our commercial ships can transport the 
purchases to the purchasers here, and after- 
ward, with proper crossings, a renewal of 
glorious strength and other valuable qualities 
might be engrafted upon our domestic ani- 
mals, as well as upon those devoted to the 
turf.—Porter’s Spirit of the Times.

SELECTED RECIPES. 


To Maxe Breap rrom Unso.tep WaeEat 
FLour.—Wheat meal seven pounds; car- 
bonate of soda, one ounce; water, two and 
three-quarter pints; muriatic acid 420 to 
560 drops. Mix the soda with the meal as 
intimately as possible by means of a wooden 
spoon or stick, then mix the acid and water, 
and add it slowly to the mass, stirring it 
constantly. Make three loaves of it and 
bake it in a quick oven. The above recipe 
in patented in Great Britain. 


Fermented Brean —Wheat meal, six 
pounds; good yeast, a teacup full, and a 
sufficient quantity of pure water; knead 
thoroughly. Bake it in small loaves, unless 
you have a very strong heat. 


Another way:—Wheat meal, six quarts; 
molasses and yeast, each a teaspoonful, and 
a sufficient quantity of pure water. Make 
the loaves half the thickness you mean they 
shall be after they are baked. Place them 
in pans, in a temperature which will cause 
# moderate fermentation. When risen 
enough, place them in the oven. A stroug 
heat is required. 


Mountain GINnGERBREAD.—One pound 
flour, ove pound sngar, one pound butter, 
four eggs, one pound raisins, stoned. Gin- 
ger, allspice, and cinnamon to suit. 


Brentrorp Roiits.—Two pounds flonr, 
four ounces butter, two eggs, well beaten, 
two spoonfnls of yeast, about a pint of 
milk. Muke a soft dough and set it to rise. 
When light, make it into small rolls, and 
bake about twenty minutes. 


Temperance Caxe.—Take one and a 
half cups sugar; one cup sweet milk ; two 
teaspoons cream of tartar; one of soda; 
one cup raisins, one half chopped; three 
and a half cups flour; half cup of butter. 
Season and salt to taste. 


Cuear Sponce Cake.—One cup of 
sugar; break two eggs into a teacup, beat 
slightly, then fill up with cream ; one cup of 
flour; one teaspoon of cream of tartar ; half 
teaspoon of soda. Do not stir while baking. 


BaLttoon Puppinc.—To one square 
baking tin, use four eggs and three table- 
spoons of flour, well beaten together ; a lit- 
tle salt; then fill up with sweet milk. Bake 
fifteen minutes in a quick oven. Serve 
with sweetened cream, or any sauce you 
choose. It can be made with three eggs 
and four spoonfuls of flour. 


Tomato Jetty.—Take ripe yellow to- 
matoes, (red, if preferred) scald and peel 
them; then put them over the fire, with a 
little water, and cook until the juice can be 
readily strained. Add a pound of sugar to 
one pint of juice. It looks like nice strained 
honey, and is, we think, equal, if not sape- 
rior. Some think the plum tomato best. 


OueLette.—Four eggs, one teaspoonful 
of butter cit in bits, one large spoonful 
milk or cream, salt and pepper to taste. — 
Pat a piece of butter, half the size of an 
egg, in the pan—which should not be too 
large, nor allow it to spread too thin—let it 
melt, break in one slice of bread, crumbled 
fine, and too large spoonfuls of cream. Beat 
the eggs well, stir them in briskly fur a 
moment, let it cook aboat five minutes, then 
fold it over, and turn out. This, with ham, 


makes a nice dish for the breakfast table.

seen paragraph the rounds of Cali- 
fornia newspapers, taken originally from an Oregon 
journal, to the effect that Oregon Flour was quoted in 
all markets on this coast at a less price than Califor- 
nia, and inquiring as to the reason therefor. The 
Oregonians claim that their Floer is equal to apy pro- 
duced in this State; but we regret to be compelled to 
remark that it does not find that appreciation with our 
people. The character of Oregon Wheat, though dif- 
fering essentially from our own, does not perhaps lack 
the requisites for making good flour, were the necessa- 
ry pains taken to prepare it forthe grist. As long as 
it continues to be infested with the “ blue pod,” as it is 
called, the color of the flour wil! be dark, and partake 
of the blueish tinge that makes it so objectionable. 
This pod is regarded by our millers as worse than smut, 
as the latter can be eradicated by improved machinery, 
that has failed as yet to cleanse the Oregon Wheat of 
the bane we speak of. Dark bread is the result from 
Oregon Flour, much like what we have seen produced 
by Spring Wheat grown in the Western States. 

We have yet to export largely of California Wheat 
this season. Apart from the preference which an arti- 
cle of established favor must always command with 
shippers. our Wheat possesses properties essential to its 
preservation on long voyages that would make it more 
eligible for export than Oregon, were the two intro- 
duced for the first time, side by side, to exporters’ no- 
tice. We must expect Oregon to contribute largely 
this year to our general supplies of Breadstuffs; her 
Wheat and Flour, used here, will admit of a larger ex- 
port of our own, and it is to the consumption of this 
State that our neighbors must look for their principal 
market. Up to the Ist instant we have received but 
100 barrels of this year’s Oregon Flour. Upon exami- 
nation, it was found greatly objectionable; the color 
was dark, the order not at all good, sacks muddy and 
dirty ; and though there were but 400 quarter sacks in 
the lot, it was composed of a variety of brands and 
grades. We might suggest that * full weight” would 
hereafter be a meritorious feature also. It was realized 
upon in this market at $3 50 per barrel. 

It is with no invidious teelings that we take excep- 
tion to the quality of the leading agricultual produc- 
tion of our sister State. In every sense the interests of 
Oregon and California are identical. Even were it oth- 
erwise, we have no cramped market to supply from the 
grain fields of the Pacific Coast of the United States. 
Oregon cannot in any light be regarded as our rival. 
She will become, if her farmers are sufficiently careful 
of their interests, a joint contributor with California 
to supply the European markets. The teachings of the 
experience of this year’s export trade will not be lost 
upon Californian agriculturists, and our neighbors 
should take in good part whatever is kindly suggested 


\ GRAPES. 


We notice quite. a controversy going on between the 
Sacramento and Stockton journalists as to the relative 
value in this market of Grapes raised in their respective 
vicinities. The Bee quotes largely from the reported 
daily transactions, in evidence of its assertion that 
Sacramento grapes brought a higher price in this mar- 
ket than those from any other part of the State. This 
is true. So far as Stockton is concerned, unfortunate- 
ly for the reputation of her grayes in San Francisco, 
she has not, we are told, found the price obtainable 
here sufficiently remunerative to induce her to send 
forward the best qualities that are produced in her 
vicinity, a more profitable market offering for them at 
home. 

The Sacramento grapes are not only much larger and 
sweeter, but they reach us in much finer condition than 
the Los Angeles fruit. Not only the time that must 
elapse before the pickings of the latter vines can be laid 
down here, operates to their prejudice, but the fruit 
incurs rough handling and exposure, that much dete- 
riorate it. Again, we give the-preference to the Sacra- 
mento grapes over the general quality of those brought 
to market from Napa and San Jose, though we have 
seen and partaken of some “ Isabellas,” raised at “‘ Oak 
Knoll,” Napa county, which eclipsed anything ever 
offered here from Sacramento. The parcel we refer to 
brought quadruple the price realized for other grapes 
in this market. 

From Los Angeles, by the last trip of the Senator, 
750 boxes came to hand. This shipment proved of 
munch improved quality, and sold at 8c per lb., where- 
as previous receipts from that quarter had not averaged 
much above 6c. per Ib. 16. 


GREAT Export MovemeEent.—The exports from the 
port of New York for the week ending October 12th, 
were valued at more than three million,siz hundred thousand 
dollars—larger by nearly a miilion, than any previous 
week in the history of our Commerce WNeatly orquite 
one-half of this great value was made up of Bread- 
stuffs, and included the following quantities of Domes- 
tic Produce: 7,000 bales Cotton, 90,200 bbis. Flour, 
900,000 bushels W heat, 845,000 Ibs. Cheese, 42,240 galls.

The effect of the heavy shipments 
to British Home Ports had dep Exchange, and
